be installed in connection with the City's Sterling Claso "0", No. 30,

752 H. P. V/ater Tube Boiler, in accordance with the certain specifications

hereto attached, and to furnish final drawings thereof, to be approved by

the City, and also to furnish the services of on Erecting Engineer to super-

vise the installation of said Stoker and equipment at the plant of the City,

in Austin, Texan, and also to furnish the oervloes of a Combustion Engineer

to instruct the firemen of the City as to the best methods of burning coal

and lignite.

2. The City agrees to pay for said Stoker and equipment and said

services, the sum of Five Thouuand One Hundred and Seventy (ii5,170.00)

Dollars as follows: One-third of said amount upon the acceptance by the City

of said Stoker and equipment at the end of the trial period hereinafter ;

provided; one-third of said amount four months thereafter; and the balance,

when it is shown that the operation of said stoker and equipment has saved
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the City in coal and labor the purchase price of same.
